Several file to run 
for county offices 

Last Wednesday may John Barker, Jr. will face 


have been the first day to 
file as a candidate in next 
May’s Primary Election, 
but already a couple of 
races are shaping up to 
be interesting ones. 

As the Powell County 
Clerk’s Office opened, 
several candidates were 
in line and ready. As of 
Friday at noon 14 people 
had filed to run for offic¬ 
es. Of those, two offices 
already have head-to- 
head competition. 

Incumbent judge exec¬ 
utive James D. Anderson, 
Jr. already has some 
challengers. Magistrate 
Myers Arnett, a Democrat 
and perennial office 
seeker, has filed. Powell 
County School Resource 
Officer and retired vet¬ 
eran Kevin Babcock, also 
a Democrat, has filed as 
well. Babcock even has 
set up a website to help 
kick off his campaign. 

Democrat incumbent 
Powell County Clerk, 
Rhonda Allen Barnett, 
filed to run again. But 
so did fellow Democrat 
Willard Lawrence Drake. 
Drake, known by many 
in the county as Larry 
Drake, will seek his first 
political office. 

In District 4 Democrat 
incumbent Magistrate 


a man who held that 
seat for 17 years. Timmy 
Tipton filed his papers 
early and hopes to gain 
back the seat he served 
for so long. That district 
covers precincts 3, 4 and 
11 and covers the largest 
land area in the county, 
despite all of the districts 
being close to equal in 
population. 

Powell County Sheriff 
Danny Rogers, a 
Republican, filed to run 
again. It would be a third 
term for Rogers. Democrat 
Sammy Hall filed to run 
for the sheriff’s office on 
the Democrat side. 

Popular jailer Travis 
Crabtree (D) filed to run 
for his office again. As did 
Powell County Attorney 
Robert King (D), Powell 
County Coroner Hondo 
Hearne (D) and District 
5 Magistrate Donna J. 
Gabbard (D). 

Mike Lockard (D), a for¬ 
mer Stanton City Council 
member, filed to run for 
the magistrate’s seat in 
District 3. 

It is expected that 
many more will file to 
run for the county offices 
before the Jan. 28 dead¬ 
line. The primary is set 
for May 20.

Richardson 
released on GPS 

Must stay home until Jan. trial

There is the old adage 
that if you are persistent 
enough you can achieve 
your goals. That seemed 
to be the case for Ruby 
Richardson. 

Her persistency in 
asking for a bond reduc¬ 
tion or release on GPS 
monitoring despite fac¬ 
ing charges of allegedly 
abusing a special needs 
woman in her care and 
alleged drug traffick¬ 
ing charges, plus being 
considered a “danger to 
others” in past denials, 
paid off. 

That and the fact she 
has been in jail over 260 
days as she awaits trial 
on the abuse charge. 

Powell Circuit Judge 
Frank Fletcher granted 
Richardson’s request 
for GPS monitoring in 
court last Wednesday. 
Richardson had been 
granted GPS release 
earlier this year, but was 
incarcerated again when 
a Powell Grand Jury 
indicted her on drug 
trafficking charges. Her 
conditions for release 
are rather harsh, how¬ 
ever. 

“You are not to leave 
your home, no alcohol 
or illegal narcotics, no 
more problems and you 
will be randomly drug 
tested,” Fletcher told 
Richardson. 

Richardson, who has 


been advising the court 
that she needs to have 
surgery, asked about 
taking pain medications 
like the ones she has 
been receiving in jail. 

“That’s between you 
and the jail. You cannot 
take pain medications,” 
Fletcher responded. 
“That is part of the con¬ 
ditions of your release.” 

As for any doctor vis¬ 
its or meetings with her 
attorney, those could 
be granted as long as 
there is documentation 
as to when she arrived 
and left those offices 
for scheduled visits. If 
Richardson has to have 
surgery Fletcher stated 
he would look at that 
issue as it dealt with 
pain medications then. 

Richardson made 
headlines when she was 
indicted on Feb. 6 for 
abuse or neglect of an 
adult when “she know¬ 
ingly inflicted injury, 
intimidation or pun¬ 
ishment that resulted 
in physical or mental 
injury, or physical pain.” 
Richard faces a second 
count of exploitation of 
an adult. Police say that 
Richardson took charge 
of her victim’s money 
and assistance checks 
and used that money but 
not for the victim. She 
also faces three counts 
of first degree wanton 
endangerment.

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Speeding Estill woman 
arrested for car theft

A speeding car caught 
the eye of Powell County 
Deputy Billy Rice last 
Tuesday while he was 
patrolling the Mountain 
Parkway So a simple 
traffic stop and writing 
a ticket usually ends up 
with a disgruntled driver. 
But this time Rice hit the 
jackpot, so to speak. 

The vehicle he stopped 
ended up being reported 
as stolen. Now an Irvine 
woman has to answer the 
charges. But she says it is 
a misunderstanding. 

Rice was eastbound on 
the Parkway and noticed 
a 2009 cream or ivory 
colored Chrysler Aspen 
just after 10:30 p.m. 
The vehicle was moving 
rather fast, so Rice used 
his police issued radar 
to confirm his suspicions. 
The radar indicated that 
Darlene D. Neace was 
indeed going 83 mph in a 
70 mph zone. 

As Rice moved in to 
make the traffic stop 
he ran the license plate

through the LINK/NCIC 
computer system. The 
vehicle came back stolen. 
A report had been filed 
by the Kentucky State 
Police at the Hazard post 
that the Aspen had been 
stolen. 

Rice spoke to Neace 
after she pulled over and 
according to his report 
she indicated that she 
sat her cruise control on 
“82 or 83 mph.” When 
asked about the car being 
reported as stolen, Neace 
reportedly told Rice that 
she had borrowed the 
vehicle from her cousin. 

While checking the 
vehicle Rice found that 
Neace had “packed full” 


the vehicle with her 
clothes. 

Neace, 38, was taken 
into custody and the 
Hazard post was notified 
of the find. State police 
apparently have an open 
case on the vehicle theft. 
Rice reported that the 
value of the Aspen was 
approximately $20,000. 

Neace was charged with 
receiving stolen property 
of $10,000 or more, fail¬ 
ure of a non-owner opera¬ 
tor to maintain required 
insurance and speeding 
13 mph over the limit. 
Officers also discovered 
two bench warrants for 
Neace. One was from 
Madison County for fail¬ 
ure to appear. The other 
was from Perry County 
for probation violation. 

She was arrested and 
lodged in the Powell 
County Detention Center 
under a $3,500 bond on 
the Powell County charg¬ 
es. However, the Perry 
County charge has no 
bond. 

The vehicle was 
impounded by Richardson 
Towing. 


Powell bridges on list for repairs by the 
state transportation cabinet 

The Kentucky Transportation Cabinet has awarded contracts totaling more than 
$2.25 million for deck repairs and waterproofing on 14 bridges in nine counties. 

“Bridges are an indispensable part of our highway system and represent a consid¬ 
erable investment,” Kentucky Transportation Secretary Mike Hancock said. “A good 
preventive maintenance program is the key to extending the life of any bridge.” 

Powell County will reap some of the benefits of the plan. 

Three bridges, Manning Spur over the Mountain Parkway (mile point 29.3); 
KYI 184 over Mountain Parkway (mile point 25.2), and Mountain Parkway (mile 
point 31.2) over KY 77. Mid-America Bridge Co. Inc. was awarded the contract for 
$375,316. The completion date is scheduled to be Nov. 15, 2014.

Richardson has been accused of beat¬ 
ing her victim, Mary Rose Swift, and 
forcing her to eat dog food. Officers 
say Swift, who reportedly weighed over 
200 pounds last year, was down to 94 
pounds when she was found in a home 
with no heat or food. 

Police say she went on the run for 
nearly two weeks before turning herself 
in, with a Lexington television crew in 
tow on Feb. 18. 

Richardson disputes the allegations 
and denies any wrongdoing. She claimed 
in court last month that she had a writ¬ 
ten statement from the alleged victim 
that stated she did not feed her dog 
food. 

Richardson has also been charged 
with trafficking in a controlled sub¬ 
stance. The charge stems 


from allegations of events that occurred 
before the abuse charges were brought 
against her. According to Powell County 
Sheriff's Department Chief Deputy 
Robert “Rog” Mathews, at least one wit¬ 
ness has told police and evidence alleg¬ 
edly shows that Richardson had been 
trafficking in medications possibly from 
an out-of-state pain clinic. 

Just two weeks ago Richardson and 
her attorney, Stephen Wides parted 
ways after Wides made a motion to 
withdraw as her attorney. Wides stated 
that Richardson had a “lack of trust” 
for him. 

Fletcher allowed the withdrawal 
and appointed Lisa Whisman from the 
Department of Public Advocacy to rep¬ 
resent Richardson. Richardson, who 
was released from jail last Wednesday 
afternoon, had been in jail over 260 
days. 

Richardson's trial on the abuse case is 
scheduled to begin on Jan. 27.

For nearly five years, Kentuckians 
heard President Obama repeat one very 
familiar phrase: “If you like your cur¬ 
rent health care plan, you can keep it.” 
Kentuckians took the president at his 
word as he echoed this promise over and 
over again. 

Now that Obamacare is coming into 
effect, we’re learning that millions of 
people won’t be able to keep the plan 
they have—despite the President’s 
promise. Unfortunately, it’s not hard 
to find examples of Kentuckians who 
are being told, through no fault of their 
own, that the health insurance plan 
they have relied on and want to keep is 
being canceled, and many are finding 
that Obamacare’s alternatives are more 
costly. 

Take one constituent who reached out 
to me from Burlington. He found out 
that his policy will be discontinued next 
year. He’s not happy that a plan on the 
Obamacare exchanges will dramatically 
drive up his insurance costs from under 
$400 a month to more than $700—with 
zero subsidies available. “My wife and 
I are 54,” he wrote. “We don’t need 
maternity care—and we don’t need 
Obamacare.” 

Then there’s the small-business owner 
who contacted me from Todd County. 
Having recently lost his wife to breast 
cancer, he knows full well the impor¬ 
tance of having good health insurance. 
He received a letter from his insur¬ 
ance provider telling him the plan he 
had relied on during his wife’s illness 
would soon be terminated, and there 
would be no option to stay with the 
same company. The plans he found on 
the Obamacare exchange would raise 
his monthly premium by 300 percent. 
In conversations with other area small- 
business owners, he’s found that many 
others face similar dilemmas. 

Unfortunately, stories like these are 
all too common in the Commonwealth. 
In fact, 130,000 Kentuckians with indi¬ 
vidual policies have received cancella¬ 
tion notices, and yet only about 4,600 
individuals have signed up for pri¬ 
vate insurance through the Kentucky

exchange. Another 150,000 small group 
policies will be canceled, including poli¬ 
cies held by groups like the Louisville 
Bar Association. 

Liberal Democrats and Obama sup¬ 
porters in Kentucky are hailing the 
president’s health law as something 
positive, and bragging that 32,000 
Kentuckians signed up for coverage 
in the last month. But when a paltry 
32,000 signups are weighed against the 
nearly 10 times as many Kentuckians 
whose insurance coverage is being can¬ 
celed, it’s obvious that Obamacare has 
been a net loser for Kentucky. Plus, 85 
percent of those who sign up are signed 
up on Medicaid (free health care), not 
private plans. 

Multiply this problem across all 50 
states, and it’s no wonder that the AP 
has reported that 3.5 million Americans 
will see their current health insurance 
plans canceled. And despite the presi¬ 
dent’s many promises to the contrary, 
we now know that the administration 
knew ahead of time that millions of 
Americans would lose their current poli¬ 
cies when Obamacare went into effect. 

Let’s face it—Obamacare’s failures 
aren’t restricted to just a website. The 
law is proving to be a calamity for mil¬ 
lions of Americans who, through no 
fault of their own, are being forced to 
drop health insurance plans they like 
and purchase different ones with higher 
costs. It’s still not too late to act to stop 
the worst parts of this law. 

That’s why, in the U.S. Senate, I have 
sponsored legislation to help protect 
thousands of Kentuckians from losing 
the health insurance plans they like 
and want to keep. If you can speak per¬ 
sonally to the harmful effects of the new 
health care law, I hope you’ll contact my 
office at www.McConnell.senate.gov.

Encouraging word: We can overcome 



For 33 years, an old 
plastic bag containing 
some smooth stones has 
occupied space in one of 
the drawers of my desk. 
Occasionally, I take that 
bag from the drawer and 
look at those stones. When 
I do so, I remember the 
time when, and the place 
where, I picked them up. 

On Nov. 14, 1970, the sabbath in Israel, after 
having lunch at a hotel in Ashdod, we went 
eastward to the Valley of Elah. When the bus 
stopped at a nondescript sort of place that

looked to be nothing more than some bushes 
growing beside a dry stream bed, the guide told 
us that we were at a special place. “This,” he 
said, “is the place where David faced Goliath, 
and you are standing where David stood. The 
Israelites, were camped here on this side of the 
wadi, and the Philistines were camped on the 
other side of it.” 

Most of us are familiar with that story. Goliath, 
the Philistine giant, defied and intimidated the 
Israelites, and no Israelite would respond. But 
David, a young man from Bethlehem who 
had come to the camp to bring supplies to his 
brothers, stepped forward and offered to accept 
Goliaths challenge. Saul prepared David for the 


encounter by dressing him in a tunic, a coat of 
armor, and a bronze helmet. But David refused 
Saul’s offer, and instead, chose five smooth 
stones from the stream bed. Then, he placed one 
of those stones in a sling and, against all odds, 
slew the giant. 

After listening to our guide relate that old story 
that is about 3,000 years old, I went to the dry 
stream bed a picked up five smooth stones. Each 
time I take those stones from my desk drawer 
and look at them, I am reminded that almost 
everyday we face intimidating circumstances 
that seem insurmountable. But if the cause is 
right and we use, to the best of our ability, the 
resources that are available, we can overcome.

for bad weather makes tile fabric. Feed those

This week's fore¬ 
cast calls for a drastic 
change in events. We all 
know it is the middle of 
November now and we 
can have snow any time, 
but I am simply ready 
for it. I guess we will all 
have to get that way very 
quickly. 

Cattle farmers up in 
South Dakota were not 
ready for winter weather 
that hit over three weeks 
ago up in that area. The 
South Dakota state vet¬ 
erinarian has verified 
that over 14,000 cattle 
deaths have been report¬ 
ed as a result of that 
snow storm event. That 
would be equal to every 
cow in Powell, Estill, Lee 
and Wolfe Counties here 
in our region! 

Cows in the cold weath¬ 
er died of hypothermia, 
yet died on dry land. Most 
were found in snow banks 
and died of congestive 
heart failure, brought on 
by the sudden stress of a 
cold wet snow storm. 

On a national perspec¬ 
tive, the USDA Jan. 1, 
2013 cattle inventory 


reported there were 1.6 
million cattle in South 
Dakota, with the grand 
total of the US being 
slightly over 29 million 
beef cows. South Dakota 
is a major beef producing 
state! 

I recently read Dr. Roy 
Burris's article on the 
November Beef Notes, 
and thought it to be very 
timely for our changing 
weather, so here goes: 

When The Frost is On 
the Punkin’ 

Dr. Roy Burris, 
Beef Extension 
Specialist, University 
of Kentucky 

It is time to prepare for 
winter feeding your beef 
herd. Not a bad time, 
if you are ready for it. 
James Whitcomb Riley 
wrote about this time of 
year with this familiar 
line ... “When the frost 
is on the punkin and the 
fodder's in the shock”. 
I think preparation for 
winter feeding the cow 
herd generally separates 
excellent cattle producers 
from everyone else. Good 
cattle producers know 
that making hay can 
be hard work but if we 
pay a lot of attention to 
timely harvesting, work¬ 
ing around the weather, 
making a good quality 
package and storing it to 
preserve its nutritional 
value, we can take a good 
deal of satisfaction from 


caring for our “depen¬ 
dent” animals when cold 
weather does arrive. 

“O, it’s then the time a 
feller is a-feelin’ at his 
best, 

With the risin’ sun to 
greet him from a night of 
peaceful rest, 

As he leaves the house, 
bareheaded, and goes out 
to feed the stock, 
When the frost is on the 
punkin and the fodders 
in the shock.” 

This has been a great 
forage year for many of 
us. So the first thing that 
we want to do is to graze 
any accumulated pasture 
for as long as possible. 
Let's leave the prover¬ 
bial fodder in the shock 
(hay in the barn) for as 
long as possible. Feed the 
hay that is stored outside 
first, so that any that is 
inside the barn can be 
carried over, if possible. 

This is a good time to 
eliminate barren, old or 
poor producing cattle. 
Salvage values are still 
pretty good and getting 
rid of them now will avoid 
the cost of wintering non¬ 
income producing units. 
Make the first round of 
culling on heifer calves 
- get rid of obvious culls 
and disposition problems 
now. 

Calculate the amount of 
hay and supplement that 
you need to feed your cow 
herd through this winter 
and make up any defi¬ 


ciencies now. You can 
calculate feed needs by 
multiplying the expected 
number of days of win¬ 
terfeeding (maybe about 
120 days) by daily intake 
(around 30 pounds) times 
the number of head. 
However, if you have been 
in the business for sev¬ 
eral years, you probably 
have a good idea of your 
annual hay needs. Just 
be sure it is adequate. 
Don't forget to purchase 
your supplemental needs 
before late winter. Feed 
(such as soyhulls) are gen¬ 
erally less costly around 
the “crush” (after harvest 
when beans are crushed 
for their oil content). 

The most important 
thing, in my opinion, is 
to do what it takes to 
keep cows in good body 
condition. This is easi¬ 
est if your cows start the 
winter in good condition. 
Reproduction is closely 
tied to body condition at 
calving and rebreeding. 
Don't make the mistake 
of thinking that you can 
“rough 'em” through the 
winter and that spring 
grass will save you. It 
won't. Poor reproductive 
performance will follow. 

There is a sense of sat¬ 
isfaction in caring for 
animals for which you 
are responsible during 
the winter. It's a little 
bit of “man vs. the ele¬ 
ments” but managing in 
good weather to prepare 


those desired results pos¬ 
sible or likely. There's 
nothing like being suc¬ 
cessful when you know 
that you have prepared 
for success. 

“The straw stack in the 
medder, and the reaper 
in the shed; 

The bosses in theyr 
stalls below - the clover 
overhead! 

O, it sets my hart a- 
clickin’ like the tickin’ of 
a clock, 

When the frost is on the 
punkin and the fodders 
in the shock.” 

Let's hope for a mild win¬ 
ter, but recent blizzards 
and snow storms in the 
western states serve as a 
reminder of how quickly 
the winter weather can 
change. Forewarned is 
forearmed.

(phosphate, potash and 
lime) to your pastures. 

• Have your hay sup¬ 
ply analyzed for nutritive 
quality and estimate the 
amount of supplementa¬ 
tion needed.

• Don't waste your feed 
resources. Avoid exces¬ 
sive mud in the feeding 
area. Hay feeding areas 
can be constructed by 
putting rock on geotex- 


large round bales in hay 
“rings” to avoid waste.

Powell was pre¬ 
pared to shock the Royals 
and their hostile crowd. 

Powell won the coin 
toss and elected to take 
the ball first. On the sec¬ 
ond play for the Pirates, 
Hank Tindall ran for a 
65 yard gain to the right 
side. Powell silenced the 
Royal crowd. 

Matt Brooks finished 
the drive off with a 3 yard 
touchdown run and Jake 
Whitt kicked the extra 
point to put Powell on 
top, 7-0. Mason got the 
ball and got their crowd 
into the game with a 
quick touchdown to tie 


the game at 7 - 7. 

Powell had to punt and 
Mason scored again to 
take a 14 - 7 lead at 
the end of the first quar¬ 
ter. Powell would tie the 
game on a Tindall 33 yard 
touchdown run and Whitt 
extra point. Mason scored 
a on a long drive to retake 
the lead at 21 - 14. 

Powell then moved the 
ball to the 5 yard line of 
Mason.
